^I'ts' Subject'- 
Prof . Byrd 

"Accountany, it taught properly, 
is a suitablp minor subject tor jn 
arts' course," was the opinion ex- 
pressed by Prof. Byrd *at. his In- 
augural lecture' given In Moyse 
Hall last Thursday evening. 

Accountany should not be rs 
gardcd as the mechanical applica 
tion for formulae learnt by heart. 
Pi of. Byrd maintained that It is 
valuable for training In logical 
thought, and is not a mere skilltul 
manipulation ot . numbers, since 
nothing should be written on a bal- 
ance sheet that the accountant's 
reasoning does not Justify. . 

An Imaginative approach Is ù- 
sential to the teaching and learn 
ing of accountancy, he *said. A bal 
ancc sheet indicates the equllib- 
r<}im of a business at any given 
time, while the profit and lois sta- 
tement shows the movement that 
has taken place within the equilib' 
rium since thfc previous balance 
hcet. , '

Wallace Attacks U.S. PoUcy 
On Atomic Energy Control

The belief that International Con- 
trol of Atomic Ene;:gy is balder- 
dash was expressed Friday evening 
by Professor P. R. Wallace ot Mc- 
Gili's mathematics department 

Professor "Wallace was speaking 
at the second In a series ot meet- 
ings pertaining to tensions between 
East and West These meetings are 
'sponsored by the S.C.M. and held 
in the' S.C.M.' hoiise 'on Oxenden 
Avenue.^y^i^ , . 

Th(f 'sf^^S^j^ho' has been con- 
nected with Atomic research at 
Chalk River spoke on "The Moral 
and Political Implications ot the 
Atom Bomb." , , 

Previous to 1945 scientists begged 
the U.S. (who were the first to 
make the' at'o|(n^ bomb and the first 
to' «ise;.U)1not?te employ the bomb 
for "^déstnîcÙye 'purposes, but only 
tor experiments. By, using the 
bomb first our own moral 'objec; 
tlons against its use were made 
invalid. The politicians; v^ere con- 
cerned with national aec^rity in the 
correct moral and international 
light. There was much . divergence 
of opinion, and, surprisingly, the 
foolish things;, were said in the 
"highest places.'.' 
• Protessor,,, Wallace discussed the 
Committee -formed'by^'Acheson and 
Lllienthal' which' recommended a 
policy With respect to 'the release 
ot alomlc energy.- .^-I ■ . - 
- Intemallonal'''Coritrol 

It proposed first that an inter- 
national body for co-operative re- 
jcarch in atomic energy be set up.' 
The plan received support ' from 
scientists and was the basis tor Am- 
erican policy on this question- Mr. 
Baruch stated, that the U.S. alone 
had; the 'a(oml<^b^to) and was not 
going to Io^.fuîiyieéurity^lt gave 
without guarantees. A system of 
international' control was to, be 
set up by stages. Tht U.S. propos- 
ed., complete intemational owner- 
ship and management There was 
to be' no veto in . the Intemational 
committee for control of atomic 
energy,' in, w.iMck 't(|e . Western po W- 
èrà Iwôiiid . hàvé ;a' jncjority. This 
policy was approved by the military 
aiitiiorities. 

: ProtesEor Wallace stated ithal 
thera is a tendency 'to isolate the

problem of the atom bomb from 
other problems. The atom bomb Is 
a weapon of mass destruction. It 
might Be compared witii bactcriolo 
gical warfare, over which there Is 
no control, as has been pointed out 
by English scientists. We must 
give people security from weapons 
ot mass destruction. 

"They arc weapons of mass mur 
dcr", .he said, "tifc- atom bomb is 
just ' one more". The ' American 
plan was not accepied'by the Rus- 
sians. 

By inspection it was found that 
there was disagreement' on tech 
nipal matters ot management and 
ownership. However partial secur 
ity would have been better than 
no security, but the U.S. went "out 
the window" with development ot 
international control, ' 

It Is possible that it. Is as cepn 
omical to use several. Atom bombs 
as one' H-bomb, : and there are no 
industrial possibilities likely to re 
suit from developing the H-bomb

Scientific evidence poinia to tho
